I crawled near to the edge of the 
shaft and took a peep under the rim 
of a bat flock held before my face. 
One of the first things my eye fell 
on was the ciown of a black hat 
showing above the broken slones on 
the creek bank. 1 was loo good a 
frontiersman not to know there 
was no head Under that hat. crown. 
It had boon shoved up there to draw 
our Are — or to discover if wo had 
any to draw.

"When the blasts went off near 
Ihe surface of the ledge, the broken 
rocks, following the lines of least 
resistance, would mostly be blown 
over the creek-bed and Ihe ground 
below. Occasionally a rung oi I WO 
of the lai'dei would be broken by 
the stones falling straight down up- 
on I hem, hut t hoy were easily 

mended. 

" The lighter, a wad of cotton and 
a tomato ('an halt tilled with k< 
sono, ware ready to hand, and we 
were now safe from the bushwaok- 



ers in moving abut on our hands 
and knees. 

" There were no seconds to 
loose ('hot toadied for the lighter 

and Inserted a liny ahread of cotton, 
dipped in kerosene, in its split ends. 
This he lighted, and pushing the 

poles out into the space where we 

had been drilling, crawled up be- 
side me near the edge of the shaft. 
From this point we could see all 
the fuses of the shots that were 
loaded. Chet tilted the lighter, slid- 
ing it gently over the rough surface, 
and touched fuse after fuse. 

" In the reflected sunlight the 
tiny flame could hardly be seen 
from where I lay, and our water- 
proof fuse was practically smokeless 
and noiseless. 

" When the last fuse was touohed 

We scrambled to the farthest pocket 

of the shaft and squeezed ourselves 

in Hal behind piojootions in the up- 
right wall. Hero we were pretty 
well out. of danger.

"Then we slid down the ladder, 
which had three of its rungs smash- 
ed and would have been blown 
away had the top been tilted more 
than an inch 01 two Into the shaft. 

"Once we hit the ground we dash 
ed for the shack. We didn't get 
out of cover of the lowering smoke 
till we >voro pieU.y near the door, 
and we didn't look behind us till 
WO were sale inside. 

"Then we let out yells of joy. 
We didn't Ogre then foi Hoot and 
Smith. And we did not need to, 
for a glanoaOUl the door where the 
smoke had lifted, showed one of the 
scamps running down the canon 
and the other lying face down 

among the broken rooks ol the creek 

bed. 

Neither of them had the nerve to 
hug the bank he was lying behind, 
which would have been something 
less dangerous than running among 

(lying rocks. 

Well, we went out and found 
Smith, with three ribs broken and 
his back smashed. A doctor fiotn 
Lander finally pulled him through. 
Wa bad the surly rascal on our 
hands for six weeks, and then sent 
him, with a good riddance to jail. 

" Wo hunted up the Tarrant bro- 
thers, in the end, and shared the 
new linil with them, and some 
months later WO sold our joint in- 
teiesl for eight thousand dollars -

Compulsory Education for 
the Deaf. 



children? In the light of such in- 
stances as the above, we think there 
is no question about the need of 
this special compulsory law. — Deaf 
Oklahom 



We shall ask the incoming legsi- 
lature for I things in which 

this school is specially Intere 
One of these is a compulsory educa- 
tion law which applies directly to 
deaf children. Following is the 
law in Kansas : 

Every parent, guardian company, 
corporal ion, association, person or 
pet sons within the State of Kansas 
having control or charge of any deaf, 
dumb or blind child or person be- 
tween the ages of seven and Iwenty- 
niti> inetilsivo, shall be required lo 
send such child to some suitable 
school where deaf and blind are 
taught and educated, . . . for a 
period of at least five months in 
each year: Provided, That this 
will not apply to such child or 
person where skilled private in- 
struction is given for the same length 
of lime each year. 

We believe that the general com- 
pulsory education law of this Stale 
applies as well to deaf as lo hearing 
children, since no mention is made 
of either class; but this is disputed 

by some The general law has 

never been tested in this respect, 
and, therefore, to avoid all ques- 
tions, we think a special law should 
be passed similar to the BS 
printed above, from the Kansas law. 
It is surprising how many pa- 
rents will keep their deaf children 
out ol school, on one pretext or an- 
other — seldom giving a good re 
for so doing. The deaf child is more 
dependent than the hearing, and 
its education is more impoitant. 

One young man, tweni \ 
years old, was bought here last 
year, for Ihe first time. His mother 
had previously refused to let him 
come to school, saying she could 
not give him up. The young man 
is learning rapidly, but he 
never overcome the handicap placed 
upon him by his mother. 

In a family in Haskell County is 
a young deaf man, twenty years old. 
When he was small, his father 
wanted to send him to Aikansas 
school, but the selfish mother would 
not consent. Four years ago the 
mother agreed that the DC 

Old, might enter this school, 
provided the family would move 
down near it. 

The father loaded all their pro- 
perly into three great n and 
came oveiland, arriving on the 
opening day. Whan the time came 
to leave the boy, the mother 
refused to give him up. The family 
returned oveiland to Haskell Coun- 
ty. Pout pass by, and the 
B now twenty years old, and 
anxious lo come to school. 

The mother is on her death-bed 
with consumption. Somewhat real- 
izing thi mistake concerning 
the hoy's education, she consented 
for him to come this fall, and tin 
ther brought him. We had to put 
him in with small boys and 
girts, for he had no language and 
could not even write ins name. 
cw days he seemed content- 
ed, and then he became restless, 
isfied, homesick, and threat- 
ened to run aws 

lie could not stand the confine- 
ment ; learning was too slow a 
process; he had been accustomed to 
the freedom of the farm and neigh- 
borhood, and lo the cot' -hip 
of old friends. It v 
taele. We sent lor the father, a 
with tearful took the young 
man home, to go through life with- 
out any education whate\ 

A well-to-do farmer in I 
County, has two pretty deaf 
daughters, both bright girls. Again

1'he faeade ig In the style of Francois I, 
the architect! having been inspired by the 
doorway in t lie hums Of Tristdln the Her- 
mit, which is a charming bit of architec- 
ture characteristic of the style, and situat- 
ed in Tours in the Chateaux district of 
Southern France. The large windows in 
the leaond-etory are divided by colonettes 
and Gothic tracery, similar to the windows 
seen at the Chateau de Blois, and char- 
acteristic of the transitional period. An- 
other feature which lends the charm to the 
design of the facade In the variety of color 
obtained by using the "Oriental" brick, 
thus giving a full range of color in com- 
bination with the irregular limestone 
quoins at the sides of the window. The 
architects are Satterlee .V lloyd, and the 
building was erected by Hugh (jetty. 

So, after many years of patient 
waiting St. Ann's is at last in pos- 
session of a building that will give 
a great impetus to the work of the 
church among the deaf, especially 
along educational and social lines.
